B ill Provide* For One Hundred Thou** 
Hand Men. Exclude* C ivilian* From 
Appointment In the Engineers Corps 
and Prohibit* Canteen# and the Sale 
o f Liquor la Camps. 


Washington, Feb. I.—The bill to re­ 
organize and increase the standing funny 
to about 100,000 men, but giving the 
president authority to reduce the vase of 
infantry companies and cavalry troop* 
to 60 men each, tho* fixing a minimum 
of about 60,000 enlisted men, passed the 
house yesterday by a vote of 168 to 125. 
Among the important amendment* 
adopted before the vote taken yesterday 
wa* one to exclude the appointment of 
civilian* to position* in the engineer 
corp*, one to abolish canteen* and the 
tale of liquor in camp*, and one to strike 
out the provision for additional pay for 
commands serving in the West Didies, 
th* Philippine* and Ala-ta. 
The ame arf rn* nr. of Mr. Cummings of 
New York to prohibit the use of tr» -ops 
in the several states to suppress riots, 
etc., ex cpi upon the application of the 
states, was defeated by a large majority.

Havana, Feb. I.—The W ashington ad- 
mimstration desires an immediate and 
friendly settlement of the Cuban array 
question. 
As the military chiefs decis­ 
ively refuse to accent $8,000,000 in com­ 
plete satisfaction of the claims of the 
soldiery, Washington lias determined, it 
is understood, to offer a much larger 
sum. even as high a* $15,000,000, if less 
will not be accepted. 
Whatever is 
ftgrtHxl upon is to be a charge upon the 
revenue# of the island until it is paid. 
The Cubans, civilians and military, 
are aware that an engagement of this 
sort may prolong the American occupa­ 
tion, but a# it seems to bt* their earnest 
wish that the army be paid a great, sum, 
the administration at W ashington w ill 
yield, it is understood, and open nego­ 
tiations with this ultimate object. 
The Cubans here are in a state of ex­ 
pectation and excitement. 
The business 
classes are pleased at the prospect of a 
settlement. 
Me rchants for a fortnight 
have l>e> rn afraid to place large orders, 
boing uncertain of the future. 
Shares 
on tho local bourse rose from one to 
three points yesterday, which is gen­ 
erally attributed to tht probability that 
the Cuban soldiery w in be disbanded 
and w ill return to work.

Now York, Feb, I,—General Nelson 
A. Miles gave out a statement last night 
after having denied several published 
interviews attributed to him. He pre­ 
faced his statement by saying: “I have 
been most freely quoted without author­ 
ity from me or without any utterance 
on my part. It has been a source of 
p e s t annoyance to me. ” 
His statement is as follows: “On 
Sept. 20 last I issued an order to regi­ 
mental commanders to report to me con­ 
cerning the beef which bad been issued 
to their men. 
At the same time that I 
went before the war board investigating 
committee I had only received reports 
from 14 of the commanders. 
Now I 
have 30 reports. 
They all tell the Kame 
story. The evidence proves the truth 
of the statements I have made. 
“In addition to the repeats of the regi 
mental commanders, I have a great mass 
of evidence consisting of communica­ 
tions, affidavits, etc., from officers, sol­ 
diers and civilians. Every part of the 
country bas contributed to the mass of 
oorresponnenoe, which I hive received 
in reference to the beef served to our 
soldiers, and the evidence is all cor 
roborative of what I have said. The 
great publicity which the press has 
given to the matter has brought all the 
correspondence of which I speak, upon 
me. 
“I have overwhelming evidence that 
the embalmed beef was treated with 
chemicals in coder to preserve it. I 
have affidavit# from men who saw the 
beef undergoing the treatment car em­ 
balming process. 
“Now, as to the canned roast beef, 
that was different from embalmed beef. 
The (annul nra>f beef was the beef after 
the extract had been boiled oat of it. 
You have mam the advertisements, ‘Beef 
ex arace one pound contains the sub­ 
stance of from four to five pounds of 
prime beef. * 
Well, this is the beef af tor 
the extract ha* been taken from it. 
They put this beef pulp up in caus and 
label it ‘canned roast beef.’ The soldiers 
report that the canned beef was nausea­ 
ting. If swallowed it could not be kept 
on the stomach.” 
It wa# pointed out to General Miles 
that he had been quoted as having said 
that if the men who supplied the beef 
would deposit $1,000 in such a way that it 
could be made to pay the cost of the pro­ 
ceedings he would furnish absolute proof 
of his assertions. 
He was asked what 
tribunal he had in mind, or to whom he 
would furnish this proof and, in reply, 
said: 
I made that statement in response to 
the offer of the beef men to pay $100,- 
000 for evidence of the truth of ray alle­ 
gationa against their product. I looked 
on their offer as a bluff and took that 
way of answering it. I have no tribunal 
in mind. I have the greatest abondance 
of evidence to sc apert the ch«u g«* I 
made, and do not think that any part of 
the $1,000 need be spent in more investi­ 
gation.” 
General Miles has received a telegram 
from Colonel A. A. Pope of Boston, re- 
luesting General Miles to draw on him 
or $1,000 to prove that chemicals were 
used to embalm beef furnished to sol­ 
diers’ but his offer will not be accepted 
for the reasons already given. 


BOLIVIA REBELLION 


President Alonzo’# Forces Defeated 
by th e Insurgents. 
lim a, Peru (via Galveston), Feb. I.— 
Trustworthy advices received here from 
Bolivia say the president of that repub­ 
lic, Senor Severe Alonzo, who has been 
operating with an army against the in­ 
surgent forces which have occupied La 
Paz, the nominal capital, has retired 
from the neighborhood of that city and 
is being pursued by the federal, ca’ in­ 
surgent troops. 
It was announced from Lima on Jan. 
24 that a fierce battle took place on Jan. 
17 at Curl bay, 13 leagues from La Paz, 
between the vanguard of the insurgent 
forces aud the vanguard of the army 
commanded by President Alonzo. The 
government forces were said to have 
been defeated, wit Ii a loss of a colonel 
and 45 men killed. 
Th** insurgents also 
captured 60 prisoners. Desertions from 
the president’s troops were reported to 
be occurring daily. 


Dreyfus Case Decision, 
Paris, Feb. I.—The lab* rte, which is 
usually well informed, says: “The de­ 
cision of the court of cassation in the 
Dreyfus affair will be that the evidence 
proves the existence of a traitor, but 
that neither Comte Esterhazy nor lie u ­ 
tenant Colonel Henry could answer to 
the culpability revealed by the secret 
dossier.” This statement is all the more 
significant in that it is made by a pro- 
Dreyfus piper. 


strangled to Death. 
Philadelphia, Fob. I.—Mrs. Mary A. 
Lawler, a widow, aged 71, was found 
strangled to death in an upstairs room 
of her home. The police have no clew 
to the murder, but suspect that it was 
the work of thieves. 


WAR ON THE HOBO 


Illinois Senator*# Scheme to Abate the 
Tramp Nuisance. 
Springfield, Ills., Feb. L — Senator 
Stubblefield of McLean county is about 
to declare war on the hobo. He hue pre­ 
pared a MU and will introduce it soon 
designed to abate tile tramp nuisance. 
It adopts the French registration sys­ 
tem, providing that no vagrant or per­ 
son without visible means of support 
shall pass through any city, town or vil­ 
lage without registering witjt the city or 
* town clerk. 
The penalty for violations 
of the act is a fine of not less than $50 
nor more than $200, to be worked out at 
the rate of $i per day on tile public high­ 
ways. Whenever a tramp registers he 
is to be furnished with a certificate, and 
aU vagrants found without certificates, 
either on trains or tramping im high­ 
ways, shall be subject to arrest.

Mayor Q uincy Cut Salaries In All De­ 
partm ents of Boston. 
Boston, Feb. I.—Mayor Quincy raid 
yesterday that in pursuance of the or­ 
ders issued for a reduction in the salaries 
of all departments he would set the ex­ 
ample and would perform the duties of 
mayor at a reduction of 7% per cent 
from the schedule. The salary is $10,- 
000, but he will work for $9,250. 
Police salaries will not be affected by 
the order as the mayor has no control 
over them. 
The salaries of firemen will 
be cut. Fire Commissioner Russell raid 
yesterday. Nearly 5,000 employes out 
of a total of 10,000 are affected by the 
mayor's order, aud he expects to save 
$200,000 by reducing salaries. 


PARIS EXPOSITION 


Plans For United States Exhibit Be­ 
fore the Appropriations Com m ittee. 
Washington, Feb. I.—The plans for 
the United States exhibit at the Paris 
exhibition were further explained yes­ 
terday to the house commit tee on appro­ 
priations by Ferdinand Peck. the United 
States commissioner, aud members of 
his staff. Congress has heretofore ap­ 
propriated $650,000 feu* this purpose, but 
the president in his message recom­ 
mended aa increase. This recommenda­ 
tion is before the appropriations commit­ 
tee-. The plans of Mr, Peck and his as­ 
sociates contemplate expenditures ag­ 
gregating about $1,500,000. 


DR. W. SCOTT 


Prerident o f the Ohio State Univer­ 
sity on the Spanish War. 
Columbus, Feb. I. — Dr. W. Scott, 
president Ohio State University, lectur­ 
ing on the ethics of the late war, de­ 
clared that the invasion of Porto Rico 
was unjustifiable; the naval battle at 
Manila without justifiable excuse, and 
said Spain should not cede Porto Shoo 
and the Philippines. 
He said any argu­ 
ment which could justify the keeping of 
the islands would justify human slavery. 


THE STATE NORMAL

Measure to Compel Physician* to Re­ 
port Certain Information Passed.

Indianapolis, 
Feb. 
I. — The fight 
against the State Normal school was 
fiercely waged in the senate yesterday, 
but so far the friends of the bill, which 
proposes to take the privilege cf grant­ 
ing life licenses to teachers from the 
State Normal people, have met with no 
suooess. 
The bill by Senator Agnew 
(Rep.), which proposes to repeal the law 
authorizing the State Normal to grant 
these licenses, was killed in committee, 
while that of Senator Early (Rep.), pro­ 
posing to amend the law, was advanced 
to engrossment. 
The senate passed the bill prepared by 
the state board of health, providing 
severe penalties for physicians failing to 
report information as to vital statistics. 
The measure has already passed the 
house. 
The senate also passed a series of four 
measures proposed by Senator Hawkins 
(Rep.) regulating the business mid fees 
of justices of the peace aud correcting 
abuses in their methods. 
The bill by Senator Nusbaum (Dem.) 
to reduce telegraph rates from 25 to 20 
cents for IO words inside the state was 
killed. 
Among the bills passing the senate 
were: One to prevent the manufacture 
and sale of impure candy, one to prevent 
dog stealing and one for the erection of 
a monument over the graves of the 
pioneer heroes of the Pigeon Roost mas­ 
sacre. 
Most of the day in the house was spent 
in second readings and a very warm de­ 
bate ram© up on Senator Hugg's bill 
amending the present law so that con 
tribe tory negligence must be proven as 
an affirmative proposition instead of be 
mg assumed. This would change the 
practice and make damage suits much 
more difficult to defend- The friends of 
th* bill stud the injured plaintiff should 
not be questioned with a view to show 
negligence. 
The bill was so amended, 
however, that all the starch was taken 
out. 
The amendment by Noel (Rep.) 
provides that the proposed new grant to 
plaintiffs in personal injury suits should 
apply only in cases where the injured 
person was under Ii years of age, car 
where the injury resulted in death ar 
mental disorder.
